As  in  Indiana  a week  ago,  Sen- 
ator Eugene  McCarthy  is  ex- 
pected to  give  Senator  Robert 
Kennedy  a battle  on  the  ballot. 
The  presence  of  President  John- 
son’s name  on  the  ballot  offered 
an  outlet  for  sympathy  votes  and 
an  escape  valve  for  those  who 
hope  to  move  Vice-President  Hu- 
bert H.  Humphrey  into  the  White 
House. 

Richard  M.  Nixon  is  the  fav- 
orite to  all  to  his  string  of  Re- 
publican primary  victories  by 
heading  the  Republican  ticket. 
But  under  Nebraska’s  free-for-all 
election  laws,  California  Govern- 
or Ronald  Reagan  is  a potential 
contender. 

Of  the  one-hundred-three  candi- 
dates who  are  seeking  28  Demo- 
cratic delegate  positions,  42  were 
pledged  to  President  Johnson,  31 
to  Minnesota  Senator  Eugene  Mc- 
Carthy and  one  to  New  York  Sen- 
ator Robert  Kennedy.  Twenty- 
nine  candidates  were  uncommit- 
ted. 

On  the  GOP  slate,  81  candidates 
sought  16  delegate  seats.  Twenty- 
two  supported  former  Vice  Presi- 
dent Richard  Nixon,  10  backed 
Governor  Ronald  Reagan.  2 
were  for  New  York  Governor  Nel- 
son Rockefeller  and  47  were  un- 
committed.

We  Oppose  ) Liquor  By  The  Drink 


The  following  is  a statement  made  by 
President  David  O.  McKay  of  The  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

“Citizens  of  Utah  are  now  being  ap- 
proached to  sign  petitions  to  place  on  the 
November  election  ballot  a so-called  ‘liquor- 
by-the-drink’  proposal.  It  is  said  that  this 
is  being  done  in  the  name  of  creating  an 
enforceable  law. 

“Let  no  one  be  misled  concerning  the 
real  intent. 

“The  true  purpose  is  to  make  liquor 
more  easily  available. 

“The  complaint  is  made  that  enforce- 
ment is  virtually  impossible  under  the  pres- 
ent law.  If  this  is  true,  the  prevailing  de- 
plorable condition  results  from  methodical 
removal  of  state  enforcement  machinery  and 
practical  nullification  of  local  enforcement. 

“This  situation  can  be  remedied  through 
legislative  action  to  restore  enforcement  pro- 
visions or  otherwise  modify  the  present 
statute  without  the  broad  proposal  now 
designed  to  make  liquor  freely  available  in 
hundreds  of  restaurants  and  eating  places 
throughout  the  state,  and  which,  according 
to  provisions  of  the  proposed  statute,  would 
make  it  possible  to  serve  drinks  even  with- 
out food. 

“We  may  expect  specious  arguments 
emphasizing  economic  benefits.  A member 
of  the  First  Presidency  speaking  in  April 
Conference  said,  ‘Surely  every  mother, 
father,  and  worthy  citizen  can  see  the  folly 
of  this  and  what  it  would  do  to  our  youth. 
We  must  not  sell  our  heritage  for  a mess  of 
pottage.’ 

“I  urge  members  of  the  Church  through- 
out the  State,  and  all  citizens  interested  in 
safeguarding  youth  and  avoiding  the  train 
of  evils  associated  with  alcohol,  to  take  a 
stand  against  the  proposal  for  ‘liquor  by  the 
drink.’  ”

or  not  they  feel  that  it  is  righteous 
to  do  so. 

A “university  developed  honor 
code”  might  have  the  effect  of 
making  informers  of  the  whole 
student  body.  Informers,  spies, 
and  secret  police  may  be  very 
pious  and  righteous,  but  they  are 
not  always  considered  honorable, 
nor  does  this  type  of  activity 
necessarily  appeal  to  men  of  hon- 
or, although  in  serious  cases  they 
may  have  to  participate. 

From  the  standpoint  of  honor, 
it  might  be  better  to  let  the  uni- 
versity arrange  for  its  own  police 
work.  The  BYU  student  might 
well  be  left  on  his  own  honor 
(which  he  can  hardly  abandon 
in  any  case)  as  to  which  offenses 
are  serious  enough  to  require  re- 
porting. 

My  college  years  were  spent  at 
Caltech,  which  had  a very  effec- 
tive student  honor  system,  one 
which  afforded  us  some  real 
privileges.  For  example,  we 
could  take  our  examinations 
where  we  pleased.  During  exam 
week  the  students  might  be  found 
scattered  over  lawns,  gardens, 
and  libraries,  finding  convenient 
and  pleasant  places  to  write. 
This  was  a matter  of  pride  to  us, 
especially  when  we  felt  that  our 
f*  lends  at,  say,  UCLA  were  writ- 
ing exr’rr.s  in  stuffy  procter-filled 
rooms.  Despite  our  tendency  to 
be  skeptical  and  sarcastic  about 
everything  in  sight,  we  were  very 
proud  to  be  members  of  a trusted 
and  trustworthy  student  body. 

Anyone  who  would  upset  such 
a system  by  violating  it  would  be 
beneath  contempt;  he  would  be 
challenging  the  pride  and  privil- 
eges, not  of  the  administration 
and  faculty,  but  of  his  own  friends 
and  colleagues.  The  reporting  of 
violators  to  a student  (or  student- 
faculty)  committee  seemed  a lit- 
tle more  ethical  in  such  circum- 
stances. 

I would  favor  a student  honor 
system  for  somes  things  under 


some  circumstances— not  how- 
ever, a university  honor  code  if 
it  requires  reporting.
